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which advanced fnnds to eecare the bonded 
debt of the Ban Francisco Jockey Club, assumed 
by the California Club when the recent consoli- 
dation was effected.

All due diligence is to be need by the 
clnb in preventing damage or loss from this 
source. All the present structures, lawns and 
fencing, as well as any other structures erected 
in future, must be kept in first-class condition 
by the lessee and no improvements may be ad- 
ded, taken down or altered without the consent 
of Mrs. Mee. The taxes are to be paid by the 
jockey clnb. The lease is signed by T. H. Wil- 
liams and R. B. Milroy for the club and by 



ity of seeing the way in which English training 
is conducted. One tbing which struck him more 
particularly was that both Wishard and Hug- 
gins have become quite Anglicised, and changed 
considerably from their original American 
methods. They follow the English system of 
making their little exercise boys do up their 
own horses, instead of employing big rubbers 
for the purpose. He thought this was decidedly 
a move in the wrong direction, since no little 
shaver can possibly mb and cool out a horse 
after work so well as a strong man, and ho did 
not fail to speak about it. The explanation in 
defense was that it was principally a question 
of wages. American rubbers are unwilling to 
work for the wages paid by trainers in England, 
and the only American rubber employed by 
Wishard is used not for rubbing, but for attend- 
ing to bad legged horses, bandaging, etc., which 
Wishard says he cannot get done satisfactorily 
by the English boys. Quite a few rubbers from 
about New York have tried their fortunes in 
England, but all return borne dissatisfied with 
the poor pay obtainable. It looks, therefore, 
as if the English system is conducted on a 



B. Bradley’s Robert W’addell was sampled for 
the American Derby at Hawthorne yesterday 
morning. The gelding ran the mile and a half 
in 2 :351, w ith 1171 pounds — 11 pounds lets than 
his weight for the race — and Master See in the 
saddle. It was after breakfast when Robert 
Waddell came out, and getting away fast from 
the three-quarter poet at the head of the 
stretch, swung the eighth in 121 seconds and 
past the stand, a quarter out, in 241 seconds.

He was a 2 to 5 shot in the betting and won 
easily by a half length, with Autumn Leaves 
second five lengths before Wyeth. Ho ran no 
more at Memphis and hie running since has 
been over Chicago tracks exclusively.

The 
starters were Abe Frank, 124 pounds; Ed Aus- 
tin, 118; Eddie Busch, 121; J. V. Kirby, 115; 
South Elkhorn, 118, and Brannigan, 118. Run- 
ning well within his limit throughout he won 
easily by two lengths with Ed Austin second a 
neck in front of Eddie Busch and the latter as 
far in front of J. V, Kirby. It was a capital 
race with good .weight up and the time was 
1 :01I. 

Abe Frank’s last race was at Harlem last 
Tuesday in the Graduate Stakes at five fur- 
longs. He this he met the Schorr crack, Charles 
W. Meyer, but the latter is not in the form that 
made him famous at Memphis, and Abe Frank, 
hard held, won by a half length from his stable 
companion, Ed Austin, in the exceedingly fast 
time of 1 :00^. Arian was third and Charles W. 
Meyer last. : The weights were: Abe Frank and 
Charles W. Meyer, 123; Ed Austin, 118, and 
Arian, 1064. The race served to illustrate Abe 
Frank’s great speed and ability to carry high 
weight and run fast under it.
